Washington, Mar. 3.- A dispute over 
tin- constitutional prerogatives of the 
house and the senate threatened to tie 
up the big half billion dollar naval ap­ 
propriation bill, absolutely essential to 
fh«> administration preparedness pro- 
gram in the present crisis. 
The house rejected the bill 
as 
it 
passed the senate, and sent it back to 
the upper house refusing to consider 
the measure. This action was tak«*n 
as the house ways and means commit­ 
tee reviewed at length a bond issue of 
$150,000,000 Inserted in the hill by the 
senate to finance speedy naval con­ 
struction, and to pay fur fifty addition­ 
al submarines placed in the bill by the 
s«'naf«*. 
Cnder the constitution, legislation 
affecting the revenues must originate 
in the house. The house originally re­ 
je cte d the proposed bond issue. House 
leaders declared that they would not 
surrender Hie right of the house to 
dictate revenue legislation, and that 
the naval hill would riot b«‘ consider- 
ed so long as the bond issue remain­ 
ed in it. 
W ithin a brief time the naval bill 
was taken up by the senate, its pass- 
age reconsidered and the bond issue 
provision stricken out.
